This  b  the  exact  parallel  of  our  Explanations, 
fhe  enquiry  b,  what  cause  broke  up  the  late  Cabinet?  and  we  are 
howo  Messrs  Huskisson  and  Herries  squabbling  about  the  Finance 
Committee — and  that's  not  it.  Then  Lord  Goderich’s  deficiency  of 
irmnsss  and  that*s  not  it ;  and  so  on  to  the  end  of  this  most  satis- 
ictdry  chapter. 

The  af|'air  appears  to  us  to  have  been  managed  on  that  beautiful

LMrUanRiEs  now  pretends  to  laugh  at  the  idea  of  a  dispute  so 
wing  in’  its  nature  having  subverted  the  Cabinet.  We  do  not  see 
k  ahstiriMty :  in  a  quarrel  about  a  straw,  two  parties  may  as  effec- 
lally  try  their  stre^h,  as  in  one  respecting  a  kingdom.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE., 

TURKEY. 

“  CoNSTAWTiMOPLE,  Jsn.  8.— The  name*  of  no  less  than  101  Engbah, 
loniant,  and  other  persona,  under  protection,  have  been  set  down  for 
removal,  and  about  a<  many  French  tubjecta.  Owing  to  the  departure 
previously  of  most  of  the  Ruasian  aubjecta,  very  few  of  that  nation  remain 
to  be  aent  away.  In  iheae  liata  are  included  a  great  ntany  reapectable 
and  worthy  persona  of  the  inferior  classes,  and  notwithstanding  that 
urgent  representaliona  have  been  made  on  the  subject,  the  <mly  conces- 
airm  obtained  from  the  Porta  has  been  the  allowance  of  a  little  lime  to 
those  who  have  business  that  requires  delay.  Of  the  English,  only  three 
commercial  houses  are  to  remain— -viz.  those  of  Kerr,  Black,  and  Co.  j 
Sarell ;  and  Hanson  ;  one  Ionian  merchant,  Galelio,  and  three  lonians  of 
iiiferior  note.  Of  the  French,  merely  the  old-established  houses,  and  a 
very  few  other  persons  of  respectability.  For  the  poorer  people,  whose 
means  do  not  enable  them  to  pay  for  their  own  passage,  a  vessel  has  been 
provided  at  the  expense  of  Government,  'fhough  ^glish  ships  are  not 
absolutely  prohibited  from  leaving  Constantinople,  the  greatest  difiicul- 
ties  are  thrown  in  the  way  of  their  obtaining  proper  clearances.  One  of 
our  principal  Greek  merchants,  Stephano  Ralli,  has  been  arrested  and 
thrown  into  prison,  and  the  circumstance  has  thrown  the  whole  of  that 
body  into  the  greatest  coosternation.  The  house  of  T.  Ralli  and  Co.  has 
since  been  shut  up. 

Jav.  11. — For  several  days  past  arrests  have  been  carried  into 
execution  against  the  Armenian  bankers,  and  other  respectable  persons 
of  that  nation.  Yesterday  an  order  was  issued  that  all  Armenians 
l>elot)giDg  to  Angora,  with  their  families,  are  to  quit  the  capital  for  that 
place  wiihin  twelve  days.  It  is  thought  that  these  will  amount  to  3,000 
iidividuals.*'

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Tuesday f  Feb,  19. 

The  Marquis  of  I..ovdo!«derky,  in  presenting  a  petition  from  London- 
t'.erry  in  favour  of  F.niancipation,  complained  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
ihike  of  Wellington  had  l^o  questioned  respecting  his  intentions  towards 
the  Csiholics.  Some  Noble  Lords  opposite,  who  had  been  in  the  late 
Miois'ry,  remained  nine  months  in  office  without  daring  to  do  anything  on 
iMjhall  of  the  Catholics ;  and  yet,  before  he  had  been  ten  days  at  the  head 
of  the  Government,  his  Illustrious  Friend  must  be  asked  whether  be  intended 
to  biing  forward  any  measure  respecting  the  Roman  Catholics.*  'Jbe  Mar¬ 
quis  proceeded  to  denounce  the  **  Catholic  Association"  and  the  collection 
oi*  the  **  Rent"  as  very  mischievous,  and  calling  for  legislative  repression. 
The  Kent  last  week,  be  said,  amounted  io  GOO/. 

THE  LATE  MINISTRr. 

Upon  the  motion  for  adjournment,  ' 

.liord  Gookrimi  said  ha  regretted  very  much  the  necessity  of  again 
addressing  the  House  upon  a  personal  subject ;  but  he  was  compelled  to  do 
ao  by  an  imputation  which  had  been  cast  upon  him,  and  which,  if  true, 
would  render  him  utterly  unfit  ever  to  show  his  face  Wfore  their  Lordships. 
If  he  rightly  understood  what  waa  stated,  be  was  charged  with  having  gone 
to  Jibe  King  with  false  pretences,  and  with  a  covert  design  of  dissolving  the 
late  Cabinet.  If  such  an  imputation  had  been  made,  there  was  not,  he 
could  solemnly  say,  a  shadow  of  foundation  for  it.  What  he  went  to  the 
King  for  was,  to  state  Uie  real  and  immediate  cause  which  led  to  the  preca¬ 
rious  situation  of  Government namely,  the  threatened  resignation  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  So  far  from  taking  bold  of  that  as  a  pretext, 
he  wrote  two  letters  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  to  remonstrate 
against  his  determination,  and  to  represent  that  they  owed  it  to  themselves, 
— lhal  they  owed  it  to  their  King  and  their  country,— not  to  break  up  the 
(.overnment ;  but  that  it  was  their  duty  to  meet  Parliament,  nnd  let  it 
dt'ctde  upon  their  conduct.  (Hear,  hear  He  (Lord  Goderich)  bad  no 
intention  to  break  up  the  Administration,  nor  bad  any  one,  at  far  as  he 
knew,  with  wltom  he  acted.  He  should  not  have  taken  notice  of  anything 
aaid  of  his  conduct  as  a  Miuister  ;  but  as  the  imputation  affected  him  per¬ 
sonally  and  privately,  be  could  not  think  that  he  would  be  doing  justice  to 
his  own  character  as  a  gentleman,  if  he  did  not  state  that  be  was  incapable 
of  going  with  false  pretences  to  any  one,  much  more  to  bit  Sovereign,  and 
of  betra^nv  the  trust  which  had  been  reposed  in  him.  fHear  ! ) 

The  Earl  of  Carlislb  confirmed  the  atatement  of  Lord  Goderich  as  to 
the  single  cause  of  the  disilution  of  the  late  Ministry. 

^  The  k^rl  of  Mimtav  declared  bis  confidence  in  tM  present  Administra¬ 
tion.  He  was  Ae  friend  and  admirer  of  the  late  Mr  Canning;  but  he 
could  see  aoUitog  in  that  circumataiice  which  should  prevent  bit  supporting 
the  Duke  of  Wellingtoa,  who  be  thought  bad  aufficieotly  manifeated  his 
lountioo  to  maintain  the  liberal  foreign  policy  of  Mr  Canaing.  With  res¬ 
pect  to  the  Romm  CethoUcS|  the  Noble  Poke  bed  iAtimated,— hq  did  not 


mean  to  say  that  he  had  done  more  than  intimated, — diat  the'  strictest  he. 
partiality  would  be  observed  on  the  part  of  Government,  that  the  pairona^ 
of  Government  would  be  impartially  distributed,  and  that  those  recaoix. 
tions  of  opinion  required  from  Catholics  before  holding  office,  and  wkick* 
were  supposed  to  take  place  among  the  learned  profe^ions,  would  n<Uaiigtr 
be  required. 

The  House  then  adjourned  to  Thursday. 

[The  business  of  the  House  for  the  remaining  days  of  the  week  has  beeu 
almost  confined  to  receiving  Petitions  for  the  repeal  of  the  ^rporation  and 
Test  Acts,  upon  some  of  which  Lord  Kino  made  many  ingenious  and  hu> 
monrous  remarks,  pointing  out  the  odd  position  of  the  EstaLlisUed  Cburcb 
attacked  on  one  side  by  the  Catholics,  who  denied  the  right  of  private 
judgment,  and  on  the  other  by  the  Dissenters,  who  claimed  a  greater  lati¬ 
tude  than  the  Established  Church  itself  allowed. — ^There  was  a’very  full 
attendance  of  Peers  on  Friday,  in  expectation  that  Lord  Goderich  would 
;  reply  to  the  reiterated  assertions  of  Mr  Herries  as  to  the  dissolution  of  tW 
late  Ministry ;  but  his  Lordship  said  nothing  on  the  subject.]

THE  LATE  MINISTRY. 

On  the  motion  that  the  House  resolve  into  a  Coinmittee  of  Supply^ 

Lord  Norm ANBY  availed  himself  of  that  constitutional  opportunity  of 
calling  for  explanations  which  had  l^eu  generally  expected  last  Friday 
evening,  and  the  withholding  of  which  (no  doubt,  from  a  conviclTon  that 
the  occasion  was  not  well  suited  to  the  explanation)  had  created  tmiversal: 
disappointment  in.the  country.  He  adopted  this  course  in  kindaess  to  Mr 
Huskisson  and  Mr  Herries ;  for  to  them  individually  he  entertained  not  tbe 
shadow  of  hostile  feeling ;  and  he  had  formerly  mentioned  that,  he  did  not' 
intend  to  oppose  the  Administra'tion  systematicallj^  but  to.  support  it,  or 
withhold  his  support,  according  to  its  measures,  lire  Noble  Lord  quoted 
the  account  given' last  week  in  the  House  of  Peers  of  the  quarrel  about  the 
appointment  of  Lord  Althorp  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee ;  and 
passed  a  high  eulogium  on  his  Lordship’s  qualifications  for  that  office,  ife 
regretted,  that  when  Mr  Huskisson  volunteered  to  go  into  the  subject  of  the 
late  Ministerial  negotiations,  he  omitted  all  mention  of  this  quarreL 
(Hear,  hear  !)  At  the  same  time,  he  could  not  at  all 'concur  in  ffieaoa 
sequilur  of  Lord  Goderich,  that  on  account  of  this  difference,  tbe  Admi¬ 
nistration  should  be  dissolved :  to  any  person,  except  Lord  Goderich,  it. 
would  have  occurred  that  it  was  his  province  to  decide  between  the  twoi 
gentlemen.  (Hear,  hear!)  With  respect  to  Mr  Huskisson,  Lord  No>*- 
mauby  had  always  regarded  him  as  a  great  public  benefactor — as  the  first 
of  practical  reformers — and  as  the  more  useful  by  being  ji  reformer  ia  a 
place  where,  if  sound  principles  were  acted  upon,  a  man  had  opportunities 
of  rendering  much  more  extensive  and  beneficial  services  than  he  could 
hope  to  perform  by  being  an  insignificant  item  in  a  minority  out  of  place. 
Lookiog  upon  Mr  Huskisson  in  that  light,  he  should  have  a  great  and' 
sincere  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  his  principles  in  the  Ute  negotiationt 
were  triumphant.  (Cheers, J  Lord '  Normanby  went  on  to  notice  the 

remarkable  agreement  of  all  tbe  reports  (except  a  provincial  one,  which* 


after  arguing  against  tbe  Duke  s  construction,  he  asked  Mr  Huskisson, 
the  spirit  of  candour  and  fairness,  to  inform  the  House  what  it  was  that  he; 
really  did  say  1  With  the  utmost  astonishment  he  had  heard  it  asked,  what 
was  there  new  in  the  foreign  policy  of  Mr  Canning  1  the  inference  beings 
that  Mr  Canning’s  foreign  policy  was  the  same  as  that  of  his  predecessor.  If 
such  1  notion  had  been  broached  any  where  but  where  it  was, ,  either  at 
home  or  abroad,  in  cabinet  or  caf^,  it  would  have  been  received  with  undi!* 
guised  amaxement.  "The  broad  distinction  between  the  policy  of  Mr 
Canning  and  the  policy  of  his  predecessor)  is  recognized  throughput  the 
whole  continent. ,  1  have  never  been  in  any  foreign  society. in  which  it 
has  not  been  unequivocally  acknowledged.  He  is  now  gone — and  his  party 
are  scattered  to  the  winds.  Jn  the  present  cabinet  his  name  must  never  be 
mentioned — it  would  be  the  signsd  for  discord,  lliroughout  the  whole 
Continent  the  death  of  Mr  Canning  was  considered  by  almost  every  indi¬ 
vidual  as  a  personal  calamity  ;  and  he  was  universally  characterized  as  tbe 
constitutional  minister  of  England.  Sir,  when  1  recollect  by  what  meaot: 
Mr  Canning  obtained  this  unexampled  popularity  in  foreign  countries,— 
when  I  recollect  that  he  obtained  it  by  consulting  nnd  not  by  sacrifioiog 
the  interests  of  hit  own  country— when  1  recollect  that  he  obtained* 
it  by  freeing  England  from  the  dbgraceful  shackles  of  her  coonexioa 
with  the  Holy  Alliance — when  I  recollect  that  he  obtained  it  by  vindi¬ 
cating  her  high  and  independent  station  among  the  nations  of  Europe— 
when  I  recollect  all  these  things,  I  cannot  but  consider  the  universal 
testimony  which  has  been  borne  to  his  merits  as  reflecting  more  honour 
^his  memory  than  belongs  to  all  the  blood-bought  trophies  of  the  Noble 

Air  Huskisson  returned  his  very  sincere  thanks  to  Lord  Normanby,  for 
having  that  evening  done  what  he  had  roost  anxiously  expected  some  other 
meml^r  would  have  done  for  him  since  the  moment  he  nad  returned  (idm 
Liverpool.  His  Lordship’s  manly  and  generous  course  formed  a  contrast 
with  what  had  occurred  ou  Friday  last  in  that  House,  and  out  of  it  since 
that  time,  to  the  prejudice  of  bis  character,  which  he  could  not  soon  forgtU 
He  w^ed  to  sute  without  reserve  or  equivocation,  that  he  had  not*  direw^ 
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alog  which  could  raise  a  suspicion  that  they  had  been  casting  their  puts 
aofether,  or  comparing  notes.  In  the  middle  of  November  Lord  Goderich, 
while  talking  with  him  one  morning  at  his  office  upon  general  business, 
««s«ally  mentioned  the  name  of  Lord  Althorp  as  hanng  l^en  suggested  to 
liim  by  Mr  Tierney  as  that  of  a  person  most  desirable  to  fill  the  chair  of 
the  Committee  of  Finance,  if  he  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  undertake  the 
task.  Lord  Goderich,  from  long  knowledge  and  observation,  agreed  as  to 
the  fitness  of  Lord  Althorp ;  but  added,  that  as  the  business  of  the  Finance 
Committee  would  more  properly  devolve  upon  the  members  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  who  were  of  the  Commons,  it  had  better  be  discussed  and  decided 
upon  ^  them.  Mr  Huskisson  merely  said,  without  at  all  mooting 
any  dififereoce  of  opinion  as  to  the  individual,  that  they  could  inquire 
■whether  Lord  Althorp's  habits  of  business  had  been  directs  to  such  points 
■as  it  world  be  the  business  of  the  Committee  to  elucidate  and  explain. 
On  the  19th  November,  at  the  breaking  up  of  a  Cabinet  dinner,  Mr  Tierney 
asked  him  if  he  had  turned  his  mind  to  the  communication  which  he  under¬ 
stood  had  been  made  to  him  by  Lord  Goderich.  Mr  Huskisson  in  reply, 
after  stating  his  first  impression,  said,  that  he  had  since  inclined  to  the  opi¬ 
nion  that  the  public  interest  would  be  benefited  by  securing  the  services  of 
Lord  Althorp.  This  conversation  with  Mr  Tierney  was  as  casual  and  inci¬ 
dental  as  the  previous  one  with  Lord  Goderich.  On  the  28th  November, 
Lord  Godericn  informed  him,  that  Earl  Spencer,  Lord  Althorp’s  father,  had 
been  sounded  by  Mr  Tierney ;  and  Mr  Huskisson  stated  what  had  passed 
between  them  on  the  19th.  Lord  Goderich  then  inquired  if  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  had  been  informed  of  the  proposed  appointment.  Mr 
Huskisson  replied^  that  he  did  not  know — he  had  not  been  desired  to  com¬ 
municate  with  him  upon  it,  or  to  mention  it  to  anybody.  Lord  Goderich 
said  it  was  an  oversight;  aud  at  his  suggestion  Mr  Huskisson  undertook  to 
communicate  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  Excheoner  upon  the  business.  For 
which  purpose,  he  requested  Mr  Henries  to  call  upon  him  the  next  day ; 
and  when  he  accordingly  did,  he  explained  to  him  what  had  taken  place. 
Mr  Herries  did  not  appear  to  take  a  different  view  of  it  from  Mr  Huskisson 
or  Lord  Goderich.  During  the  interview,  while  they  were  conversing  upon 
this  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee,  Mr  Tiemey  unexpectedly  called,  merely  to  say  that  be  was  going  to 
Brighton  on  the  following  rooming ;  and  while  Mr  Hoskisson  was  engaged 
in  some  other  business  in  the  room,  Mr  Henies  and  Mr  Tiemey  entered 
into  conversation  respecting  various  matters  connected  with  the  Finance 
Committee,  discussed  several  points  touching  its  formation,  the  mode  of 
doing  the  business,  the  services  to  be  expected  from  it,  and  compared,  as 
he  understood,  lists  of  names  to  compose  the  committee.  Indeed,  mey  both 
appeared  to  him,  at  this  accidental  interview,  to  have  very  much  advanced 
,  the  business  which  he  was,  iq  common  with  them,  most  desirous  to  promote. 
On  the  29th  of  November,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  informed  him 
tliat  be  had  felt  some  reasons  to  take  a  different  view  of  the  subject ;  that 
the  intention  to  place  Lord  Althorp  in  the  chair  had  been  already  made 
matter  of  conversation  about  town ;  and  the  names  of  other  intended  roem- 
Iwrs  of  the  committee  had  been  likewise  publicly  mentioned  on  teveral  ocon- 
•imu  of  vrhfch  IW  "very  much  disapproved.  Mr  Huskisson  had  himself 
graatly  regretted,  that  mauy  matters  had  somehow  or  other  been  divulged, 
which  it  would  have  been  better  were  not  known  out  of  doors,  and  more 
especially  under  a  mixed  Administration  like  that  which  at  the  time  existed. 
B^e  wrote  off  to  Mr  Tiemey  at  Brighton,  expressing  his  anxious  desire 
that  *  meaus  should  be  taken  in  future  to  prevent  the  repetition  of 
such  improper  disclosures ;  and  that  above  all,  no  other  application 
ahoukl  be  made  for  any  member  to  be  upon  the  committee,  without 
further  consideration.  A  copy  of  this  letter  he  sent  on  the  same 
evening  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  On  the  2nd  of  December, 
he  received  from  Mr  Tiemey  an  answer,  coinciding  with  himself  in  the 
desire  that  their  arrangements  should  be  confined  to  the  Cabinet  circle ; 
declaring  that  be  had  never  mentioned  the  name  of  a  single  member  of  the 
Committee ;  and  that,  respecting  Lord  Althorp,  they  were  at  perfect 
liberty  either  to  put  him  into  the  chair  or  not ;  in  proof  of  which,  Mr 
TiCTney  enclosed  a  letter  from  Lord  Althorp  to  the  effect  that  be  would  not 
object  to  be  put  in  nomination,  if  the  suggestion  met  with  the  general  con- 
cuitence  of  the  Cabinet  Thui,  up  to  the  lime  to  which  Mr  Huskisson  was 
referring,  the  nomination  of  Lmd  Althorp,  so  far  from  being  a  completed 
and  determined  Mt,  was  unsettled  and  conditional,  and  had  still  remained 
merely  as  a  topic  handled  in  casual  conversation.  On  the  day  of  his 
reiving  this  answer  from  Brighton,  he  transmitted  it  under  cover  to  the 
Chancellor  ef  the  Ex^equer,  who  aubsrauently  returned  it  to  him, 
*>®acoo«panied  by  a  single  observation. — ^TTiia  was  the  whole  of  the 
correspopdence — this  was  the  whole  of  what  passed  concerning  the 
nomination  of  Lord  Althorp — as  far  as  Mr  Huskisson  was  informed 
orcoiiMrned.  He  begged  to  add  fairly' and  honestly,  that  the  matter, 
w  It  had  occurred,  siimck  him  as  being  of  the  most  trifiiog  nature ;  and 


nations  bad  their  intended  effect  in  sat«fyiug  all  parties.  So  unim- 
P<^nt,  indeed,  did  be  think  this  business  to  have  been  at  the  time,  that  he 
Me  no  fertber  oornmuiiication  on  the  subject ;  and  it  was  his  duty  to  add, 
^^between  the  2d  and  the  26th  of  ^ecerol^  he  bad  never  heard  one 
^  ant^r.  (Zend  cri*$  of*  If  ear  P*)  Before  the  26th 
”  *  howim,  when^ia  subject  was  again  agitated,  there  had 

MbManejBs  which  had  tended  materially  to  impair  the 
ifr  the  stahUity  of  die  Admioutratioii.  Some  of  the  pdn« 
■li  ef  a  usiire  xe'  notecioiis  as  to  render  it  unoccenary  for 
atuK  elhm  which  h^d  epom  to  hit  lDipwlci|ge  in 


such  a  manner  as  to  preclude  him  from  staring  them  here ;  but  the  imptes- 
sion  that  struck  his  mind  from  them  all  was,  that  the  Administration,  as 
constituted  at  that  time,  was  exposed  to  the  greatest  difficulties.  Never¬ 
theless,  on  the  23d  of  December,  when  he  went  for  four  or  five  days  on  a 
visit  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  in  the  country,  he  had  determined  to  use  his 
best  efforts  to  keep  the  Government  together.  On  the  26th  be  received  a 
communication  from  Lord  Goderich,  iuclosing  one  from  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  to  the  effect  that  Mr  Herries  would  resign  if  Lord  Althorp’s 
appointroeut  were  persevered  in.  He  then  felt,  and  communicated  to  his 
noble  friend  in  the  country,  that  he  despaired  of  being  able  to  accomplish 
that  which  he  had  hoped ;  and  that  he  would  no  longer  risk  his  character 
and  sphere  of  usefulness,  by  remaining  in  a  Government,  the  members  of 
which  seemed  not  likely  to  pull  together  with  the  necessary  cordiality.  On 
the  28th  he  returned  to  town,  and  waited  upon  Lord  Goderich ;  to  whom 
he  laud  open  his  mind,  as  be  did  now  to  the  House  :  he  told  him  distinctly 
that' the  question  of  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Committee  was  in  the  abstract 
of  trifling  importance,  for  there  were  a  number,  of  .Members  of  Parliament 
quite  ais  competent  to  perform  the  duties  as  Lord  Althorp  was,  without 
meaning  in  any  degree  to  disparage  the  Noble  Lord's  just  pretensions :  but 
from  the  moment  it  was  indispensably  required  that  this  particular  arrango- 
ment  should  be  abandoned,  he  could  not  recede  without  admitting  sucti  a 
concession  as  would  tend  to  lower  him  in  the  public  mind,  and  expose  him 
even  in  that  House  to  be  taunted  for  want  of  firmness.  On  the  29th  of 
December  he  met  Lord  Goderich,  and  informed  him  that  he  no  longer  con¬ 
sidered  himself  in  his  Majesty's  service.  Lord  Goderich  replied — “  'Then 
my  Government  is  at  an  end:  if  you  retire,  I  will  not  remain  one  hour 
longer."  In  the  mean  time  the  transmission  of  his  letter  to  the  King  was 
delayed  for  a  few  days,  in  consequence  of  the  arrival  of  Don  Miguel ;  and 
he  was  made  the  medium  (at, the  desire  of  others,  not  from, any  wish  of 
his  own)  of  asking  Lord  Goderich,  whether  the  apprehended  .dissolution  of 
the  Government  might  not  be  averted  by  the- acceptance  of  Mr  Herries’s 
resignation,  if  that  gentleman  persevered  in  tendering  it.  Finding  his 
^  efforts  to  persuade  Mr  Herries  ineffectual.  Lord  Goderich  waited  on  the 
King  at  Windsor,  on  the  8th  of  January,  and  delivered  the  resignation  of 
his  office  at  the  bead  of  the  Government;  and  looking  at  all  the  difficulties 
which  then  beset  the  Administration,  his  Noble*  Friend  did  that  which  was 
natural  and  proper  for  him  to  do  in  his  responsible  situation — namely,  to  lay 
before  his  Sovereign,  fully,  and  fairly,  and  honestly,  the  jeal  state  of  tho 
difficulties  and  perplexities  in  which  the  Government  was  unfortunately 
placed.  On  the  10th,  Lord  Lansdownc  returned  to  town  from  Bowooil: 
Sir  Huskisson  saw  him  next  day,  when  a  conversation  took  place — the 
particulars  of  which  Mr  Huskisson  recited,  to  the  .same  effect  as  Lird 
Linsdowne's  statement  last  week.  He  was  the  mure  desirous  of  alluding 
to  this  interview,  because  it  was  insinuated  that  be  had  been  guilty  of 
the  trick  of  sounding  the  sentiments  of  Leid  Lansdowne  u|x>n  the  announced 
intention  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  offer  to  him  of  a  share  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  then  interposing  to  prevent  that  appUcation  fcom.baiag  made. 
(A  murmur  of  **  No.'*)  ifo  would  say  yes — that  charge  had  been  iusi- 
nuated  :  the  House  roust  be  aware  that  there  were  other  modes  of  influenc¬ 
ing  public  opinion  than  by  statements  made  in  that  House  ;  and,  standing 
there  as  a  public  man,  he  felt  bound  to  repel  the  charge  which  had  been 
insinuated  against  him  elsewhere.  (Cheers!)  He  solemnly  declared, 
then,  that  from  the  moment  he  had  the  communication  with  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdowoe,  he  considered  his  lips  sealed ;  that  he  was  not  at  liberty  to 
use  the  Marquis's  name  in  any  way  whatever  with  reference  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  Ministry.  (Hear,  near  !)  As  far  as  related  to  the  late  Govern¬ 
ment  be  had,  up  to  the  last  roument  of  its  existence,  used  every  efl'ort  to 
keep  it  together.  Mr  Huskisson  entered  upon  the  explanation  of  what  ho 
was  supposed  to  have  said  at  Liverpool  respecting  the  present  Ministry. 
And  first,  as  to  the  unfortunate  word  guarantee,"— about  which  so  much 
nonsense  had  been  uttered,  and  so  much  malice  had  been  at  work  for  the 
last  ten  days,— he  must  freely  own  that  he  did  more  than  once  use  the 
word  in  the  course  of  his  address  to  his  constituents  at  Liverpool.  He  was 
surprised  that  this  word  should  have  been  the  subject  of  so  much  miscon¬ 
ception  amongst  the  community  of  this  metropolis ;  and  was  at  a  loss  to 
conceive  what  sort  of  understandings  that  class  of  persons  must  have 
amongst  whom  the  statements  to  which  he  had  alluded  circulated.  On  the 
psrt  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  of  Lord  Dudley,  and  of  himself,  he  posi¬ 
tively  denied  that  any  proposition  of  the  nature  of  a  contract  or  bargain 
between  adverse  parties  was  originated,  entertained,  or  ever  in  the  contem¬ 
plation  of  any  one  of  them.  He  did  not  retract  one  syllable  of  what  ho 
said  at  Liverpool  respecting  guarantees ;  he  would  not  qualify  it  in  the 
slightest  degree ;  but  ho  begged  the  House  to  allow  him  to  inform  them 
what  it  was  be  really  did  say.  He  stated,  **  that  before  he  consented  to 
form  part  of  the  present  Administration,  he  sought  for  explanauon,  as  well 
in  respect  of  principles,  as  in  respect  of  pending  measures,  and  of  the  gene¬ 
ral  policy  of  the  Administration — that  having  received  an  understaiidiug 
in  respect  of  those  measures,  and  in  respect  of  tliose  principles,  wliicli  ap¬ 
peared  to  him  satisfactory,  he  did  consider  that  the  best  guarantee  whicii 
could  be  offered  to  him  of  the  execution  of  those  measures,  and  of  the  further¬ 
ance  of  those  principles,  and  of  the  understanding  Uiat  they  should  not  be 
departed  from,  was,  that  the  individuals  who  were  in  some  respect  the 
framers  of  those  measures,  and  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  carry  ihrm  into 
execution,  were  to  continue  in  the  offices  which  they  held.'  That  ins 
meaning  was  such  as  he  now  stated,  was  obvious  to  every  person  at  Jjyer- 
pool.  At  Liverpool  people  were  much  in  the  habit  of  dealing  in  aecurili^ 
and  legs  I  instruments ;  and  when  be  spoke  of  grantee  in  the  way  he  did  , 
they  were  aware  that  he  wu  not  speaking  of  an  instrunierit  under  hand  and 
Kill  coTfWting  the  execution  of  some  purticulix  engagement ;  but  tha| 
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Jbt  fwas  alhidipf  omlj  to  mwriacto  ind  «iidertmkiD|pi,  that  fits  colleagues 
%ro^  not  sacn£rt  an?  priociele,  or  forego  tnf  measure,  wfiich  ther  had 
cotuodered  as  cmeoUal  to  the  loteresti  of  the  (^>aDtry.  From  the  cofiiosioii 
aod  noise  at  the  hmrtings,  the  reporters  for  the  Loudon  ptpert,  with  all 
their  high  auahhcatioM,  hid  miseoncebcd  what  he  ^ted ;  out  his  consti- 
tuenU  at  lirerpool  did  not  labour  under  any  such  imscoDceptjon.  He 
/eouested  tlie  attenlion  of  the  House,  and  parti^arljr  of  Mr  Brougham,  to 
a  letter  he  had  reecivud  that  moruiug  by  port,  frohi  the  Reverend  Mr 
Sliepberd.  So  fu  Mr  Hushiesou  was  glad  that  this  explanation  was  post¬ 
poned  from  Friday  till  that  night,  since  it  bad  enabled  him  to  procure  the 
evidence  of  a  witness  abooe  all  su^ckm— no  friend  of  his  either  personally 
or  Doliiicallv.  He  rtumld  ever  mel  erateful  to  the  writer  of  that  letter, 


evidence  of  a  witneas  above  all  su^cion— hio  iriena  oi  uis  eiiner  oersonviy 
or  politically.  He  should  ever  me!  grateful  to  the  writer  of  that  letter, 
inasmuch  as  from  a  real  love  of  fair  dealing  which  always  formed  part  oi 
the  character  of  RaglillHnen,  however  oppowd  in  poHtics,  and  from  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  charity  whiA  betHted  the  character  of  a  minister  of  religion,  who 


saw  a  person  suffering  under  unjust  impmations,  he  came  forward  to  give 
testimoDy  in  bit  behalf.  ITii  letter  was  in  the  following  terms

•*  Sir,— 'On  reading  my  Mnrning  Chronicle  this  evening,  it  appears  to 
me  that  the  fjondon  reporters  have  strangely  misrepresented  an  important 
part  of  your  late  speech  at  the  hustings,  on  the  day  of  election.  As  I  stood 
close  to  you  on  that  occasioo,'  and  attentively  remarked  what  you  said,  as

pile  reading  of  the  letter  was  accompanied  with  much  cheering,  and  occa- 
liional  laughter.  At  the  conclusion,  Mr  Huskisson  offered  to  hand  over  the 
letter  to  Mr  I3ron<;ham.  Mr  Brougham  said,  **  It  is  quite  unnecessary ;  I 
am  perfectly  satisfied.'’]  He  would  now  fairly  own,  that  in  respect  of 
principles  and  measures,  he  was  not,  from  the  first  moment  of  his  couimu- 
vacation,  under  any  great  apprehension  that  they  were  very  likely  to  differ. 
/Jlie  Duke  of  Wellington's  general  principles  had  been  illustrated  by  his 
own  statements  in  the  House  of  fxirds,  and  by  the  measures  to  which  he 
was  a  party,  from  the  signing  of  the  protocol  at  St  Petersburg,  down  to  the 
-appruntment  of  the  C>>mmittee  of  Finance.  **  Call  it  pledge,  guarantee, 
stipulation,  what  you  will,"  said  Mr  Huikissoa,  **  I  fearlessly  ask  the  Gcu* 
ilemen  o{)postte,  and  the  country  at  large,  whether,  iii  this  particular 
instance  of  the  Finance  Committee— on  which  alone  the  Government  has  yet 
bad  the  power  to  act— f  ask  whether  my  Eight  Honourable  Friend  (Mr 
Peel)  has  not,  both  in  the  construction  of  that  Committee,  and  in  the  prio- 
ri pies  on  which  he  has  formed  it,  and  in  the  powers  with  which  he  has 
invested  it,  fully,  and  fairly,  and  honourably  redeemed  the  pledge,  guaran¬ 
tee,  or  stipulation,  which  his  Noble  Colleague  gave  mei  If  you  call  it  a 
pledge,  1  say  that  there  is  already  a  comj^te  and  undeniable  redemptioo 
of  it.  (Cheert,)  I  hkve  nothing  more  to  state,  as  to  what  passed  on  the 
hustings  at  IJtrrpcml.'  Having  dready  given  a  sufficient  explanation  upon

been  the  cause  of  the  diasolutioti  of  the  Government.  ^  He  rcqNflltd  the  in- 
siouatioD  of  stratagem,  and  of  communication  between  himself  and  sti^, 
quarters  for  some  purpose  of  Mcret  intrigue.  It  was  not  jperhaps  generally 
known,  that  he  was  the  originator  of  the  Committee  of  Finance— it  was 
first  proposed  by  him  to  the  late  Mr  Canning.  At  the  ineetiog  with  Mr 
Huskisson,  vvbere  the  proposed  Domination  of ’Lord  AUbor'p  as  Chairmao 
was  first  mentioned  to  him,  the  conversation  turned  more  upon  the  objects 
to  which  the  labours  of  the  Committee  were  to  be  direct^,  than  the  names 
of  the  persons  who  were  to  compose  it,  or  of  the  individual  who  was  to 
occupy  the  chair.  After  reflecting  upon  the  subject,  and  turning  it  delibe- 
rately  in  his  mind,  some  very  strong  doubts  suggested,  themMlves,  and  ke 
obtained  an  interview  with  Lord  Goderich  next  inorniu  for  the  purpose  of 
statin]^  them.  It  was  impossible  for  him  to  Iom  sight  of  all  that  Md  passed 
in  respect  to  himself  in  some  previous  transactions,  referring  to  hb  appoint- 
ment  as  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in  which  some  individuals  had  dis- 
tingUished  themselves  in  such  ways  as  to  render  it  improper  that  they  should 
be  allowed  to  usurp  the  duties  of  his  office.  (CAcerr.)  He  could  however 
assure  the  House  that  the  coarse  be  took  was  more  the  result  of  mature 
reflection  than  of  hasty  feeling.  He  fell  himself  bound  to  state  that  Lord 
Goderich  received  his  pommudication  with  feelings  almost  amouating  to 
agitation :  he  fairly  admitted  that  some  wrong  had  been  done  him,  aid 
expressed  his  anxious  wish  that  it  should  be  repaired,  without  loss  of  time. 
Mr  Herries  then  <A>tained  an  interview  with  Mr  Hnskisso|i»  and  slated  hb 
Objections,  which  he  afterwards  transmitted  in  wrilinr,  b^  way  of  pretest. 
Having  received  an  assurance  from  Mr  Huskisson  andAlrlierney  that  there 
had  been  no  intention  of  affronting  him,  or  of  encroachii^  unwarraatablv  upon 
his  oflfice,  he  Conceived  himself  quite  safe  in  the  abstaining  from  any  further 
cdmmunication  at  that  time  ;  indeed,  he  thought  it  more  becoming,  under  tke 
circumstances,  to  wait  and  let  the  next  comniunicatioD  come^  to  him.  But 
within  three  or  four  days  after  this,  there  commeoeed  a  series  of  proceed¬ 
ings  which  led  to  the  sudden  abdicatton  or  disappearance  of  the  head  of  the 
Government.  (’A  laugh.J  These  proceedings  threw  Government  into  a 
sort  of  temporary  abeyance,  which  was  succeeded  in  a  very  short  time  by  t 
most  mysterious  restoration— a  restoration  that  took  place  on  the  19tb  of 
December,  and  was  perfected  ou  the  20th.  Now,  would  H  have  been  proper 
or  well-timed,  while  all  this  was  going  on — while  the  Goveimnent  was  in 
its  agony  (loud  langhier) — while  it  was  in  a  slate  of  dissolution  f  continued 
/au^Afer)— whether,  indeed,  it  would  have  been  anything  but  absurd  if  be 
haa  written  again,  and  had  made  a  further  question  about  this  Finance 
Committee,  when,  in  all  probability,  that  Government  with  which  he  bad 
been  discussing  the  matter  might  not  survive  so  loog  as  to  hare  anything  lo 
do  with  the  matter  ?  The  very  day  after  the  restoration  of  the  Governmeut, 
he  addressed  a  letter  on  the  subject  to  Lotd  Goderich.  [Mr  Herries  here 
read  three  letters  that  passed  between  hiniself  and  Lord  Goderich,  the 
substance  of  which  was  staled  by  that  nobleiinin  iu  tlic  other  House  lut 
week.].  He  disclaimed  all  personal  obj^tiun  to  Lord  Althorp  aa  Chairnuin 
of  the  Finance  Committee ;  but  be  considered  him  leas  eligible  than  others, 
because  he  was  pledged  to  certain  opinions  on  fiaaDciai  matters ;  for  in¬ 
stance,  his  lordship  was  irrevocably  committed  as  an  enemy  to  the  Sinking

1  have  a  great  resjpect  and  regard  for  the  vgtiiee  agd  the  meov 
estimable  qualities  of  the  Noule  I/ird }  but  in  this  matter  1  murt  bk  frank.  If 
by  an  unfortunate  concurrence  of  cirouinstanees  his  eun4nct  places  my  cha* 
racier  and  honour  at  Uake,  I  must  speak  ouL"  No  Minister  eapaide  of 
holding  the  reins  of  Government  at  all,  could  be  supposed  serieifly  to  take 
such  a  paltry,  inconsiderable  difficulty  as  this  to  the  foot  of  the  Throne  ss 
embarrassment,  for  which  be  could  give  no  advice  how  it  waa  t#  be  frt 
over,  who  did  not  by  that  act  virtually  take  there  his  resignation.  (GA«err.) 
As  to  the  cause  of  that  event,  be  (hfr  Herries)  believed  the  whole  coinlrjf 
were  agreed  that  it  could  not  by  possibility  have  rested  with  him.  Here 
was  an  individual,  recently  introduced  to  office,  under •  cirtumstoneea  nrt 
the  most  favourable  lo  bis  possessing  great  ioffuence  or  importence,  who  i« 
the  raurse  of  three  months  found  it  necessary  to  send  it  hie  rcsigneiioO  f 
acd  it  was  pretended  that  such  an  act  involved  the  liissohitiQti  of  ikt  Mi* 
nistry !  The  proposition  was  absurd  and  incredible.  Before  he  tot  ffowot

PAUPER  LUNATICS 


«iiinoa.  And  thieir  attention  diverted  to  curious  and  entertaining  topics. 


Mr  R.  Gordon  moved  laare  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  carry  into  e0iKt  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Pauper  Lunatics.  He  advened  to 
the  facility  of  imprisoning  individuals  under  the  false  pretence  of  msanity, 
and  the  difficulties  attending  their  sub^uent  removal.  The  only  prenrhion 
of  the  law  to  prevent  this  false  imprisonment  was,  that  the  keeper  of  the 
asylum  was  bound  to  receive  the  certificate' of  a  physician, 'sutpeon,  or 
apothecary,  which  last  designation  was,  in  practice,  interpreted  toinchide  a 
vender  of  drugs.  So  that  any  unfortunate  per^n  who  might  W  sufferiBg 
under  the  temporary  delirium  of  a  fever,  or  the  partial  insapdy  of  opium, 
was  liable  to  be  Uansferred  to  a  lunatic  asylum  upon  the  certificate  of  any 
•*  medical  person  ;**  and  there  was  abundant  evidence  to  show  with  how 
great  facility  such  certificates  were  obtained  for  improper  purposes.  ^  Som? 
idea  of  the  treatment  of  pauper  lunatics  might  be  formed  from  the  evidence 
taken  by  the  Committee  regarding  White  House  Asylum,  Bethnal  green, 
where  Mr  Warburton  had  under  his  care  half  ^ the  pauper  lunatics  of  Lon¬ 
don  and  the  vicinity,  and  his  establishment  was  described -by  the  phy^ians 
to  be  at  least  as  good  as  any  similar  one  in  the  metropolis.  No  attempt 
was  made  to  cure  the  mental  malady:  to  four  hundred 'patients  only  one 
medical  attendant  was  assigned,  and  he  (Mr  Dunstan)  only  attended  on 
alternate  days,  having  private  practice.  Out  of  these  400,  only  eight  were 
found  under  medical  treatment.  There  was  no  attempt  at  proper  classih* 
cation  :  their  diet  was  likewise  bad.  The  paupCT  patienty  in  the  crib-room, 
was  placed  in  a  box  six'  feet  long, 'with  somfc  straw,  .his  knees  and  legs 
chained  down,  and  left  all  night  without  assistance.  There  i^re  fifteen 
patients  stowed  away  in  a  room  twenty-six  feet  long,  left  insensible  to  the 
calls  of  nature,  and  wallowing  in  a  condition  too  revoking  to  d^rihe. 
(Hear,  hear  I)  In  this  condition  were  the  wretch^  pWiento during  tbo 
night  of  a  week  day,  but  what  was  the  state  of  the  pauper  pArient  oD  a 
Sunday  ?  :  .  .  ■  r

VEXATIOUS  TAXES - LEGACY  DUTY — RECEIPT-STAMPS. 

Mr  Hi' MB  presented  a  petition  from  the  inhabitants  of  Brechin,  praying 
the  attention  of  Parliaroent  to  some  items  of  taxation  which  were  extremely 
grievous  to  the  community,  and  yet  yielded  little  to  the  Treasury.  They 
described  the  twopenny  receipt-stamps  as  a  great  evil  in  the  daily  trans¬ 
actions  of  trade.  However  strict  the  law,  too,  most  peojpjk  would  pay  and 
receive, without  twopenny  stamps;  and  then  amass  of  baseness  and  **  in¬ 
formations"  WAS  created.  A  still  worse  tax  however  was  that  upon  the 
property  of  deceased  persons.  In  Scotland,  no  man’s  property,  it  at  bis 
death  it  amounted  to  20L  was  exempt  from  this  cruel  tax;  the  very  clothes 
of  a  poor  creature  dying*  almost  a  pauper,  were  subject  to  appraisement,  and 
to  the  payment  of  a  duty.  And  the  tax  was  strictly  claimed  upon  the  gross 
amount  of  property,'  making  no  allowance  for  debts.  If  a  man  died,  leaving 
assets  to  the  amount'  of  1,500/.,  although  he  owed  2,000/.,  so  that  he 
actually  died  not  worth  a  sbiiliog,  the  duty  .was  strictly  enforced.  It  was 
true  that  it  was  subject  to  be  afterwards  refunded,  upon  the  proof  of  money 
paid  ;  but  thisprocess  was  so  vexatious  and  expensive,  that  half  the  amount 
recovered  was  insuflioient  to  make  up  for  it.  When  he  (Mr  Hume)  con- 
uidered  that  the  reduction  of  two  regiments  from  the  army  would  more  than 
lialaoce  all  that  was  gained  out  of  these  oppressive  impositions,  he  did  hope 
that  the  country  would  be  relieved  from  them.  , 

«  Mr' Bright,  Mr  Sykes,  Alderman  Wailhinan,  and  Sir  M.  Ridley,  bore 
testimouy  to  the  strong  feebng  throughout  the  country  against  the  receipt

•  On  Mr  Hume  moving  for  some  returns  connected  with  the  publicatiou  of 
the  Statutes  in  Ireland,— Mr  Secretary  Peel  said  he  .did  not  oppose  the 
motion,  and  would  object  to  nothing  that  was  needful,  or  could  be  so  ;  but 
he  hoped  tlih  Hoti.  MehiSer  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  to  the  heavy  expense  of  making  out  returns  and  printing  them  ;  and 
lie  thought  that  gentlemen  would  lessen  their  demands,  if  they  knew  the 
heavy  clNMgc  caused  by  complying  with  them.  He  was  led  to  these 
Tumarks  by  seeing  at  tliat  moment  at  the  bar  an  immense  mass  of  papers, 
«wtl‘ich* had  been  moved  for  by  the  Hon.  Gentleman  (Mr  Hume).  There 
^ere  five  volumea  of  papers  laid  on  the  table  that  evening,  which  had  been 
made  up  with  great  labour.  One  contained  the  Christian  and  surnames  of 
all  penons  who  had  filed  affidavits  of  debt  in  laindon,  Middlesex,  and 
fiuniry,  within  th«  last  two  years  and  a  half.  He  could  hardly  think  that 
aueh  minute  detail  was  necessarv.  but  be  was  certain  such  returns  were 


book  ?”— **  No."  “  Which  are  we  to  believe — what  you  have  to-day  tow 
us,  or  your  previous  statement  V’— “  Take*  your  choice."  (id  /oagA.)  'llw 
Committee  severely  reprimanded  this  person ;  and  it  was  said  that  be  w» 
removed  from  his  attendance  at  Mr  Warburton’s ;  hut  upon  a  recent 
inquest  this  same  person  was  still  found  there !  The  Hon.*  Member  then 
reverted  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  the  liberation'of  a  recovered  palienl, 
when  there  was  some  sin’istcr  interest  opposed  to  it.**  A  writ  of  hahm 
corpus  was  so  costly  and  troublesome  as  to  be  almost  useleM^to  parties  w 
situate.  There  were  five  physicians  empowered  to  visit  and  report  upon  tbt 
state  of  all  lunatic  asylums  in  the  metropolis  ;  but  he  w^s  sOrry  to  say  tkt 
duty  was  very  imperfectly  performed,  'and  many  palpable  abuses  esesp^ 
exposure.  He  knew  the  case  of  a  Mrs  Pettlngel  in  a  parricular  asylum,  in 
May  1825,  was  returned  sane  on  the  books,  but  her  husband  refused  to  take 
her  away,  because,  **  she  was  a  troublesome  woman,  and  ought  not  to  have 
her  liberty."  (J  laugh.)  He  (Mr* Gordon)  threatened  a  habeas  eorpussX 
his  own  expense ;  but  nevertheless  she  was  not  released  until  a  fcw  days 
before  the  meeting  of  Parliament.  Before  he  sat  down,  he  could  not  av(w 
noticing  a  recent  and  splendid  instance  of  private  liberaifty.  A  friend  is 
Dorsetshire  (Mr  J.  F.  Browne),  had  devised  a  mansion-houM  and  land  for 
a  lunatic  asylum,  and  had  also  placed  money  in  the  funds  which  would 
yield  an  annual  income  for  supporting  it.  Hear  /)  f  He  could  not  btt 
think  that  the  time  was  nearly  come  when  the  institutions  'of  this  country 
for  tlie  reception  of  lunatics  would  vie  with  those  of  the  continent.  lu  Hoi* 
land,  France,  aye,  even  in  Spain,  the  attention  paid  to  this  subject  reflected 
disgrace  on  England.  (Hear!) 

Lord  Ashley  seconded  the  motion,  and  cited  in  support  of* it,  from  the 
recent  evidence,  many  cases  of  atrocious  cruelty.  • 

Mr  Peel  complimented  the  Hon.  Mover  on  the  zeal  and  humanity  will 
which  he  had  prosecuted  so  painful,  but  at  the  same  time  so  important  ti 
in(|uiry.  It  would  be  advisable  to  provide*  for  frequent  changes  in  the  pky* 
tictans  appointed  to  visit  lunatic  asylums,  in  order  to  prevent  neglect 
lusion  :  it  would  be  well  to  have  two  boards  of  visitors  every  year*  ^ 
would  freely  give  every  possible  assistance  to*  the  Hon,  Gentleman  in 
exertions  on  this  lubjecL—- Leave  given.  .

that  be  bad  nearaoi  uie  resiguanuu  ui  me  oeviemij  iwi 
be  had-repestsd  the  expression  twice.  This  was  not  only  Mr  Duncombe’s 
ioipressio^  but  that  ot  several  other  members ;  and  he  was  astonished  to 
6oi  Mr  Henies  three  days  afterwards  relying  upon  a  totally  different  con- 
itruedon.  (Cheers.)  Alter  this,  he  might  explain  away  the  well-remem¬ 
bered  words  •*  Iknow  iu^ — (Loud  cheers)— one  expression  was  just  as  clear 
as  the  otlier.  With  respect  to  Mr  Herries*s  whole  statement,  indeed,  he 
believed  that  the  object  was  to  mysUfy  the  late  transactions,  se  that  they 
should  be  beyond  all  mortal  understanding  j  and  it  was  only  justice  to  add, 
that  if  such  was  his  intent,  he  had  completely  succeeded.  (Cheers  and 
laughter.)  * 

Mr  Hsrriex  repeated  his  statement 

•  Lord  Milton  said  the  House  was  bound  to  take  the  fact  as  Mr  Ilerries 
had  represented  it.  As,  however,  he  had  that  evening  again  referred  to 
other  causes  for  the  dissolution,  and  he  had  repeated  to  the  House,  by  im¬ 
plication,  that  he  was  cognizant  of  the  facts — it  was  his  bounden  duty,  a 
duty  jfrom  which  he  could  not  retreat,  to  give  the  House  an  explanation. 
(EiKessive  cheering.) 

Mr'BRouGHAM  had  no  doubt  that  Mr  Herries  was  prepared  to  answer  the 
inquines  of  Lord  Milton.  But  as  it  seemed  that  there  had  been  a  wrong 
view  taken  of  some  things  which  Mr  Herries  had  said,  and  which  he  himself 
was  anxious  to  avoid,  he  wished  to  know  whether  he  rightly  understood  his 
•olemn  affirmation,  **  as  he  hoped  to  be  saved*  and  upon  his  sacred  honour 
as  a  gentleman,”  there  was  no  foundation  whatever  fur  the  charges  brought^ 
la^iust  hhn  elsewhere,  that  he  had  gone  forth  from  the  Cabinet  in  the 
course  of  the  struggles  of  the  Ministry,  and  made  a  communication  in  a  cer¬ 
tain  other  quarter — the  highest  quarter  id  the  state  ?  Assuming,  since  it 
was  Rot  contradicted,  that  he  most  solemnly  denied  having  consulted  any 
party  out  of  the  circle  of  the  Cabinet  on  the  imputed  occasion — did  he  mean 
to  say,  that  no  party  out  of  the  Cabinet  had  ever  consulted  him  ?  (Cheers.) 

Mr  Herries  said,  that  he  did  not  think  Mr  Brougham  had  a  right  to  put 
that  last  question.  (Murmurs.)  All  he  would  say  was  this— that  he  en¬ 
tirely  abided  by  his  explanations  already  given ;  he  would  enter  into  no 
more.  (Murmurs.) 

Mr  Brougham  observed,  that  if  Mr  Herries  intended  to  abide  in  silence 
now,  he  would  have  been  infinitely  a  gainer  if  he  had  never  explained  at 
all.  (Chaering.) 

Mr  W.' Wynn  thought  further  explanations  from  Mr  Herries  necessary; 
and  as  to  the  cause  of  dissolution  which  tiiat  gentleman  suggested,  he  pro¬ 
fessed  fairly  he  did  not  credit  it.  (Great  cheering.) 

,  Mr  Sturges  Bou  rne  declared,  that  in  common  with  Mr  Wynn,  he  could 
Hot  give  credit  to  theawsertions  of  Mr  Herries.  (Cheers.)  I'hose  assertions 
excited  in  his  mind  the  most  entire  surprise ;  and  particularly  he  was  sur¬ 
prised  at  the  insinuations  against  Lord  Goderich  from  any  quarter — far  more 
foom  the  quarter  from  which*  they  proceeded.  (Loud  and  repeated  cheers.) 
*As  to  what  had  been  said  about  struggles,  he  believed  that  no  struggles  had 
ever  taken  place  in  the  Cabinet :  nothing  but  the  difference  between  Mr 
-Herries  and  Mr  Huskisson.  It  so  happened  that  he  was  in  the  country 
at  the  time  when  the  Government  was  dissolved,  and  had.  never  been  more 
astonished  than  when  he  read  the  event  in  the  newspapers,  which  were 
tb^  first  channel  by  which  it  was  conveyed  to  him. 

Sir  J.  Yorke  said,  that  the  members  of  the  late  Administration  did 
appear  to  him  to  have  been  the  greatest  set  of  childieu  that  ever  matters  of 
importance  were  entrusted  to.  (//ear,  and  laughter.)  Here  was  a  Cabinet 
broken  up  without  even  the  knowledge  of  the  majority  of  its  members.  As 
to  the  explanations,  they  were  poor — very  poor  indeed— full  of  references  to 
dates  and  hours,  which  to  reasonable  people  seemed  very  unimportant. 

•  Laughter. 

•  Sir  J.  Macdonald  said,  that  if  Mr  Herries  ever  expected  to  receive  sup¬ 
port  as  a  Minister  from  the  House  or  from  the  country,  he  could  not  shrink 
from  further  explanation,  after  having  gone  the  length  that  he  had  done. 

•  If  he, meant  to  remain  a  member  of  any  Government,  no  matter  whether  as 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  or  degraded  to  some  inferior  office,  there  was 
no  place  so  low  that  he  would  be  fit  to  fill  it,  or  to  be  tolerated  in  it  by 
the  country,  if  he  could  bring  accusations  of  so  deep  a  dye  against  indivi- 

^  duals  as  he  had  done,  and  refuse  either  fully  to  establish  or  to  retract  them. 

Mr  Hxrries  maintained,  that  he  had  voluntered  no  gratuitous  explaua- 
tion  In  answer  to  Mr  Wynn’s  refusal  to  believe  that  other  causes  of  dis¬ 
solution  than  the  differences  between  Messrs  Huskisson  and  Herries 

•  existed,  Mr  Herries  remarked—**  By  this  expression  I  presume  1  am  to 
UD^rstand  that  the  Hight  Honourable  Gentleman  does  not  know  of  the 
existence  of  these , cmiaes ;  but  1  do.”  (Loud  cheers.)  Those  who  had 
the  beM  means  of  l^iqiyiijig  did  know  that  there  were  other  causes  besides 

J  his  resignation,  apd^tl^y,  were  the  persons  who  ought  to  detail  those  causes. 
It  was  lor  tb*at  party  ^ueb  said  that  he  bed  been  the  cause,  to  explain  how 
he  had  been  the  ca’usd.*’  (//ear,  hear!) 

Mr  WvNN  afked  Mr  ferries  whether  he  did  not,  forty-eight  hours  before 
he  sent  in  his  resignadno,  pledge^  ffimself  to  endeavour  to  support  the  Go- 
vernment  of  Lord  Goderich  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  ?  (//ear,  hear  !) 

laird  floRMANBY  sai^  that  if,  after  the  opinions  expressed  from  all  parts 
of  fbe  House,  Mr  Ilerries  should  think  it  consistent  with  his  honour  as  a 
pubMc  roea  to  maiotaiu  silence,  to  refuse  all  further  explanation,  let  him  do 
^  (Cheers).  *‘  I  only  wish  to.  set  the  Right  Honourable  Geotlcman 
upoa  one  point,  as  he  appears  to  me  equally  iocap^le  of  understand- 

•  ‘“f  jwy  quotioo  which  may  be  put  to  him,  or  of  giving' an  answer  which 

by  others.  Whsl  I  really  did  ask  was,  whether  the 
.  iU.  Tifa.  Owitliinaii  concurred  in  the  statement  made  in  the  other  Houseby 


Lord  Goderich ;  and  in  what  manner  he  justified  his  own  conduct,  as  there 
described.** 

Mr  Herries  once  more  addressed  the  House.  When  he  addressed  the 
letter  to  Lord  Goderich,  it  was  not  his  intention  to  resign,  nor  did  he  resign. 
He  had  no  right  at  that  time  to  assume  that  Lord  Goderich  had 
what  be  required  with  respect  to  the  Finaoce  Committee. 

Mr  Brougham  said  it  was  evident,  from  the  temper  of  the  House,  that 
they  had  now  quite  enough  of  the  subject. 

Here  the  conversation  dropped ;  and  after  some  business  of  little  interest^ 
tlie  House  adjourned.

akmy  estimates. 

In  a  Committee  of  Supply,  Lord  Palmerston  brought  forward  the  Army 
Estimates,  which  presented  a  diminution  of  nearly  160,0001,  in  the  charge 
this  year.  He  moved  a  vote  of  91,075  men  for  the  land  force,  exclusive 
of  the  East  India  Company's  troops,  and  of  various  sums  on  account^ 
taking  a  proportion  of  about  eight  months*  supply,  in  order  to  leave  it  open 
for  the  Finance  Committee  to  propose  reductions  in  the  present  year’s  ex¬ 
penditure. 

A  considerable  discussion  arose  on  the  estimates.  Mr  Hume  in  particu¬ 
lar  pointed  out  many  instances  of  extravagance  and  waste  in  the  military 
expenditure,  and  protested  strongly  against  the  enormous  ex|^nses  incurred 
in  the  Colonies,  purely  to  support  bad  Governors  in  their  misconduct. 
The  Hon.  Gent  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  land  force  be  8U,0q() 
men,  which  however  was  negatived  on  a  division  by  106  to  16. 

The  Ordnance  Estimates  were  brought  forward  by  Sir  Henry  llardinge, 
and  a  vote  of  credit  passed  on  account.  The  Hon.  Bart,  stated  that  a  sav¬ 
ing  in  that  department  to  the  extent  of  300,0001.  had  been  effected  between 
1820  and  1827,  tho  period  during  which  the  Duke  of  Wellington  presided 
over  it.  This  statement  was  received  with  cheers.

We  give  under  our  Foreign  head  the  substance  of  some  news  from 
('oiistantinople,  which  looks  like  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
Sultan  to  proceed  to  e.vtremilies  in  the  usual  headlong  style  of 
haughty  and  infatuated  seini-harbarianism.  Not  being  together 
oliicial,  these  accountH  may  possibly  exaggerate  the  real  state  of 
things,  lint  at  present  it  certainly  appears  likely  that  the  Allies 
will  be  called  upon  to  execute  the  ulterior  conditions  of  the  treaty 
of  London.  As  it  becomes  more  and  more  evident  that  Mahmoud 
would  never  have  yielded  under  any  cii'cumstances  until  forced, 
the  battle  of  Navarino  has  really  been  a  fortunate  event,  having 
pretty  nearly  effected  the  deliverance  of  Greece  by  a  chance- 
medley,  before  the  final  war  is  waged.  It  is  difficult  to  compre¬ 
hend  the  manner  in  which  the  Sultan  will  commence  hostiliticK, 
siip)>osing  Russia  will  allow  him  a  choice.;  for  it  is  absurd  to  sup- ' 
)>ose  that,  if  war  ]>ositively  commences,  the  latter  power  will  be  . 
dictated  to  as  to  Hir  manner  in  wliich  site  will  exert  her  supe¬ 
riority.  We  must  bargain  for  moderation  as  to  conquest  and 
result  rather  than  for  a  gingerly  making  use  of  existing  advan¬ 
tages,  which  it  would  l)c  absurd  for  France  and  England  to  request, 
and  weak  and  dastardly  for  Russia  to  consent  to.  If  war  be  com¬ 
menced,  it  is  obviously  desirable  that  the  Turks  should  be  beaten  into 
a  pacitic  mood  as  rapidly  as  possible ;  and  Russia  must  be  allowed 
to  {icrform  her  very  prominent  part  of  the  business,  if  she  pleases, 
ron  itrepito.

(Jii  Monday 
morning  Inst,  a  woman  ofjhc  town,  named  Whealmore,  who  resided 
lliere,  wa's  found  dead  in  her  lodgings,  lying  on  the  floor  on  her  face, 
mucli  burnt  al>oiit  the  body  and  neck  ;  she  was  very  black,  and  had  no 
dollies  on,  except  her  stockings  and  shoes.  Upon  the  coroner’s  jiupu  s', 
it  appeared  that  she  was  on  tlie  preceding  evening  in  a  slate  of  iutoxiwt- 
tioii,  and  the  surgeon  who  examined  (he  body  stated  it  (o  be  his  opinion 
that  tier  death  was  occasioned  by  (he  severe  burns  upon  her  body,  and 
(hat  if  (here  had  been  any  inorks  of  violence  aliout  her,  the  burning 
would  have  effaced  them.  The  Jury  returned  as  their  verdict,  that 
**  The  deceased  had  met  with  lier  death  by  being  burnt,  but  in 
what  manner,  or  how  the  tire  was  occasioned,  was  not  known.!* 
Notwithstanding  the  verdict  of  (he  Jury,  an  opinion  very  gene¬ 
rally  prevails  in  the  neighbourhood  (hat  (he  woman  waa  killed, 
and  some  of  her  clothes  burnt  over  her  to  conceal  the  horrid  deed. 
A  striking  circumstance,  that  did  not  come  out  before  (lie  Coroner,  is 
tfiis;  her  gold  car-rings  are  missing,  and  they  were  torn  out  of  her  earsf 
further,  there  was  blood  in  several  parts  of  ine  room,  On  some  of  her 
curl  papers,  there  were  evident  traces  of  blood.

COURT  OF  KING’S  BENCH. 

'  Monday f  February  18, 

LIDEL - THE  LANCET — MCLEOD  V.  WAKLEY. 

Tills  was  an  action  against  the  Editor  of  the  Lancet  for  a  libel,  charginj^ 
the  platQtiff,  who  was  a  physician  and  a  public  lecturer  on  the  theory  and 
practice  of  physic,  with  having  suppressed  several  important  cases  of  sur¬ 
gery,  and  fabricated  others. 

Sir  J.  Scarlett  stated  that  the  plaintiff  (Dr  M^CIcod)  was  the  Editor  of 
The  London  Medical  and  Physical  Joumalf  which  had,  in  December  1825, 
noticed  with  much  approbation,  the  cure  of  aneurism  by  Mr  Wardrop,  by 
applying  the  ligaments  to  the  carotid  artery  below  the  part  where  ao 
eniargeinent  of  the  artery  and  tumour  had  taken  place.  Jn  1827,  another 
similar  case  was  published  by  Mr  Wardrop,  and  in  1827  a  tk*rd^ 
treated  by  Air  Lambert,  was  published  in  the  Lancet.  The  patient  in  the 
second  case.  However,  soon  after  died,  when  it  was  ascertainea  tliat  no  cure 
had  been  effected  by  the  surgeon,  as  above  stated,  but  solely  by  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  nature.  This  result  the  plaintiff  conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  to 
notice  in  bis  Journal  f  and  wheu  the  patient's  body  was  examined  it  was 
found  that  he  died  not  with  aneurism,  but  with  hypertrophy.  Shortly  after 
this  notice  appeared  in  the  London  Medical  and  Physical  Journal^  tht 
libel  appeared  in  the  Lancet ^  imputing  to  the  plaintiff— contrary  to  the 
above  facts,  that  he  had  omitted  to  notice  in  his  journal  the  cases  of  aneu* 
rism  which  bad  been  successfully  treated,  and  that  after  the  patient  had 
died  of  another  disease,  he  had  brought  forward  an  account  of  the  **  dtssec* 
tion."  'J'hat  this  arose  from  malice,  said  Sir  James,  is  evident  from  the 
following  paragraph  in  last  Saturday’s  JLance/;  “The  Yellow  Dwarf  will 
be  scarified  on  Monday  next  by  Mr  Brougham  in  the  Court  of  Kings 
Bench.’*  rOreat  laughter.)  ^  , 

Mr  BnouGHAM,  for  the  defendant,  adrAitted  that  he  had  been  mistaken  in 
supposing  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  noticed  the  first  case.  The  article  com- 
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It  ia  reported  that  there  is  something  wrong  among  some  of  the  oflicers 
of  tlie  Treetury.  Tlie  Duke  of  Wellington,  it  is  said,  went  to  his  office 
the  other  day,  and  inquired  for  several  gentlemen,  who  were  all  found 
to  be  absent ;  upon  which  his  Grace  observed,  that  ha  was  glad  to  find 
that  there  was  so  little  bueineaa  to  be  done ;  it  would  give  him  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  retrenching  the  expensea  of  that  department.

LIBEL. — GUMMING  V,  MEYLER  AND  ANOTHER. 

The  Plaintiff  is  the  Rev.  Patrick  Matthias  Gumming,  and  the  Defend* 
anU,  Mrs  Meyler  and  Mr  Mulligan,  are  the  proprietors  and  editor  of  the 
Bath  Herald,  The  alleged  libel  was  contained  in  a  Report  of  certain  pro¬ 
ceedings  before  the  Grand  Jury,  and  described  the  crime  charged  against 
the  Rev.  Gentleman,  on  which  a  true  bill  bad  been  found,  as  “  an  inde¬ 
licate  assault,**  whereas  the  terms  used  by  the  Grand  Jury  were  merely  an 
**  assault.**  TITie  Defendants  produced  the  female,  a  married  woman,  upon 
whom  the  assault  was  committed.  It  was  not  of  a  very  aggrava^  charac¬ 
ter.  The  Jury,  however,  thought  there  teas  a  little  indelicacy  in  it,  and 
returned  a  verdict  for  the  defendants. 

OLD  ^ILEY. 

Friday,-— The  Court  was  excessively  crowded  to  hear  the  trial  of 
William  Jonea,  indicted  for  the  murder  of  Mrs  Jeffs.  ITie  prisoner  is 
about  22  years  of  age,  and  was  decently  dressed  in  black.  He  pleaded 
Guilty  to  an  indictment  for  stealing  a  coat,  and  Not  Guiity  to  that  for  the 
murder.  The  evidence  for  the  prosecution  was  merely  a  repetition  of  that 
given  at  Bow  street;  Mary  Parker,  the  woman  who  cohabited  with 
Jones,  was  affected  as  before  in  giving  her  evidence,  and  was  carried  | 
out  of  Court  in  hysterics. — When '  called  upon  for  his  defence,  the 
Prisoner  read  from  a  paper  a  sensible  address  to  the  Jury,  in  which 
he  solemnly  protested  his  innocence  of  the  murder,  though  he  con¬ 
fessed  his  criminal  mode  of  life,  which  he  urged  as  accounting 
for  some  of  the  circumstances  of  suspicion  in  his  conduct — his  change  of 
name  and  residence,  and  his  Hying  from  the  police.  He  declared  he  had 
never  seen  Mrs  Jeffs  but  three  tiroes,  the  last  time  in  July,  in  Montagu 
place,  in  company  with  her  son  Knight.  With  respect  to  the  razor-sheath, 
he  reminded  the  Jury  that  hundreds  of  an  exactly  similar  description  are 
sold  daily  in  J^ondon.  The  stained  and  washed  coat  he  borrowed  of  a  lad 
who  lived  with  a  chemist  in  Blackfriars,  from  whom  the  boy  had  it  ’Hie 
blood-stains  on  his  collar  and  waiscoat  arose  from  the  cut  in  his  thumb, 
respecting  which,  be  admitted,  he  had  needlessly  given  two  accounts  as  to 
tlie  time  of  doing  it. 

Evidence  was  produced  to  substantiate  the  prisoner’s  statement  as  to  the 
coat ;  and  several  persons  gave  him  a  character  for  humanity.  The  Jury 
deliberated  for  twenty  minutes,  and  then  returned  a  verdict  of  Not  Guilty, 

POLICE. 

BOW  STREET. 

Yesterday  week,  W,  Jones  was  fully  committed  to  take  his  trial  for  the 
murder  of  Mrs  Jeffs;  and  Charlotte  Bury  was,  with  the  other  witnesses, 
bound  over  to  prosecute.  She  twice  went  into  hysterics  while  the  forms 
were  gone  through. 

MARLBOROUGH  STREET. 

Monday, ^Signor  Curioni  was  charged  by  Mary  Ann  Cennel,  with 
being  the  father  of  a  child  now  living  as  a  burden  on  St  Giles's  parish. 
She  said  he  constantly  visited  her  at  her  lodgings  for  twelve  weeks  in  April 
aad  May  1823.  Signor  Curioni  denied  that  he  knew  anything  whatever  of 
the  young  woman,  farther  than  that  he  was  once  before  taken  into  custody 
upon  this  very  charge,  and  shown  to  the  complainant,  when  she  declared 
that  he  was  not  the  right  man.

A  person  is  traveliing  the  country,  who  represents 
hioiself  as  the  agent  of  a  sporting  newspaper  called  DelVs  Ufe  in  London  t 
and  wherever  he  discovers  a  weekly  newspaper  to  be  taken  in,  he  solicits 
the  custom  of  the  subscriber  for  his  own  paper,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  one 
T*^»o«sly  taken ;  and,  failing  in  getting  the  consent  of  the  party  to  such 
substitution,  he  then  inquires  the  name  of  the  newsman,  or  postmaster,  who 
•opplies  the  paper,  and  gives  an  order  to  such  newsman  to  discontinue  the 
pepw  then  furmsked,  and  to  supply  in  its  place  BelPa  lj{fe  in  London ;  to 
order  hq  annexes  the  signature  of  the  subscriber.  Mr  Chapman 
^icit^  the  Magistrate’s  advice  as  to  whit  he  ought  to  do,  for  the  delec* 
wD  the  pj^y,  M  be  had  lost  the  sale  of  his  paper  in  several  instances. —

the  systematic  nature  of  the  fraud.  He  intimated  his  intention  of  offeringc 
a  reward  for  the  apprehension  of  the  offender. 

BAITON  GARDEN. 

.  Tuesday. — Mr  J.  M’Donald,  of  Carlisle  place,  Lambeth,  asked  Mr 
Sei.lon  bow  he  must  act  respecting  Howard,  who  was  committed  oix 
Friday  for  an  attempt  at  assassination,  and  who  three  years  since,  whiler 
residing  with  M’Donald,  had  robbed  him  of  a  bed  and  its  furniture.  The 
Magistrate  advised  him  to  apply  to  the  Jury  at  the  Sessions  house,  ami 
lodge  a  detainer  against  him.  it  appeared  that  Howard  used  to  take  great 
quantities  of  laudanum  while  at  McDonald’s,  in  consequence  of  a  gun-shot 
in  his  side,  which  greatly  irritated  his  nerves ;  that  he  was  then  in  great 
distress,  was  at  home  all  day,  and  seldom  abroad  except  at  night ;  always 
kept  bis  room  locked,  and  never  admitted  a  servant  into  it.  He  wrote 
much,  penned  some  sermons,  frequented  Zion  Chapel,  and  was  devoted  to 
controversial  disputes  on  Scripture.  He  wormed  himself  into  the  interest 
of  Mr  M’Gowan,  Printer,  Great  Windmill  street,  who  procured  him  a. 
situation  at  Mr  Willick’s,  lithographic  printer,  and  afterwards  at  Mr 
Reid’s,  Copper*pIate  printer,  where,  during  the  ten  days  he  was  there,  hca 
brought  every  day  a  razor  in  his  waistcoat  pocket,  and  a  phial  of  laudaouia^' 
and  was  frequently  observed  to  place  himself  in  an  attitude  of  anxirma 
watchfulness  of  the  movements  of  his  employer.  Considering  him  frona 
Mr  M’Gowan's  account  a  man  of  strict  integrity,  Mr  Reid  inti  usted  hina 
with  a  cheque  upon  his  banker  for  135/.  which  he  immediately  drew,  andi  * 
Mr  Reid  never  received  the  slightest  intelligence  of  him  from  (hat  moment* 
till  the  press  communicated  it  to  him.  He  at  that  time  went  by  the  nama 
of  Bell.  ' 

ACCIDENTS,  OFFENCES,  &c. 

Hydrophobia. — A  few  weeks  ago,  John  Chandler,  Ostler  at  (h« 
Derby  Arms,  Croydon,  wee,  with  others,  bitten  by  a  fox,  who  wes  in  con¬ 
sequence  destroyed,  supposing  tliet  the  enimal  was  mad  ;  he  took  onlyr 
one  or  two  doses  of  medicine,  but  on  the  14ihof  February,  sliewirig^^ 
strong  symptoms  of  hydrophobia,  he  was  immediately  conveyed  to  (Iiom 
Croydon  poor*liouse  and  attended  by  Mr  Botiomley,  and  Meters  Fletcher 
and  Tuiistall.  Sensible  of  his  situation,  the  poor  fellow  assured  (li«** 
persons  who  were  about  to  secure  his  arms,  that  he  would  not  hiirtt 
a  hair  of  their  heads,  and  exclaimed,  **  Here’s  an  end  for  me  to  come  to^ 
a  strong  healthy  man  of  twenty-four !— Oh  the  poor  fox— give  me  nu,* 
razor  or  a  pistol — knock  out  my  brains  with  a  hammer— pray  deatroyert 
me.”  In  this  ataie  he  continued  until  night,  when  death  relieved  himt 
from  his  aufferings.— Upon  this  melancholy  occurrence  Dr  Reece  make* 
the  following  remarks  in  bis  Iasi  Gqseite  of  Health,  Tliis  case  is  inter— > 
esting,  because  the  animal  had  exhibited  no  symptom  of  madness  or 
ferocity,  and  after  it  bad  bitten  the  man  it  continued  calm,  and  took  its*  ' 
food  as  usual.  The  late  Duke  of  Richmond  died  of  hydrophobia 
the  bite  of  a  fox,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  animal  was  mad.  /It  is 
therefore  a  proper  subject  for  enquiry,  whether  the  aaliiut  in 

health,  or  when  earaged,  is  capable  of  exciting  hydrophobia  in  a,  kimutM 
subteci.

I  safes  and  boxes,  were  all  locked;  (here  was  no  appearance  of  confusion 
whatever;  but  it  was  soon  found  that  bank-notes,  sovereigns,  and  seoMt  * 
rilies  of  different  kinds,  were  stolen.  The  news  caused  great  constema* 
tion  in  Swansea,  and  it  was  ascertained  that,  after  the  thieves  quilted  the 
bauking-house,  they  deliberately  ordered  a  coach  and  four,  and  drove 
with  a  large  box.  They  were  (raced  to  Bath,  where  they  took  two  posl* 
chaises  and  separated.  The  amount  stolen  u  said  to  be  20JX}0/.,  of 
which  10,000/.  is  in  specie. 

Oil  Sunday  night  last,  the  house  of  Mr  Beojamio*  linen-draper,  Churob 
row,  Newington,  was  broken  open  and  rob^d  of  four  silver  goblets,  %  ^ 
silver  tankard,  and  other  plate.  Tlte  house  of  Mr  Msrsnn,  solicitor,  ir 
the  same  street,  was  unsucoessfutly  attempted,  on  Monday  night ;  as  waa 
the  adjoining  one  of  Mr  Hulbert;  for  the  back  door  being  filled  with 
nails,  spoiled  their  centre-bit.  On  Monday  night,  two  villains  rushed 
into  the  house  of  Mr  Fosbrook,  Stepney,  and  took  Mary  Bortbn,  tiiB  * 
servant,  into  the  kitchen  t  one  of  them  drew  a  knife,  and  threatened  to 
kill  her  if  she  was  not  quiet ;  the  other  went  up  stairs,  and  stole  watches 
and  articles  of  dress.  On  the  same  night,  the  houses  of  Mr  Fishrr* 
tailor,  D^tford,  and  Mr  Fcarcy,  Hill  street,  Walworth,  were  entered  and 
robbed  of  wearing  apparel. 

Yesterday  se’nnight  a  diabolical  attempt  to  burn  the  house  of  Messrs 
I  Raikes  and  Newberry,  wine-merchants,  in  Mincing  lane,  waa  at  one# 
discovered  and  defeated  by  an  explosion  which  blew  the  warehouse-  ’ 
window  into  the  street,  and  alarmed  all  the  neighbours  by  the  violenow 
of  the  shock.  Borne  incendiary,  not  yet  discovered,  had  heaped  ugis  ' 
mass  of  paper  and  old  rags  in  au  unused  closet,  and  placed  among  tlieaB 
a  quantity  of  powder,  which  he  fired  at  night,  after  busineas  wasfioiabad* 
by  a  train  along  one  of  the  ground-floor  rooms.  The  quantity^  of  powdeo 
was  fortunately  too  large  for  the  purpose,  as  it  bifw  the  burning  raga  ani| 
paper  completely  oat  of  the  boose,  instead  of  leaviug  iliea  to  set  fiff  ^ 

I  the  premitee,  ^ 
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Yevterday  week  a  fire  commenced  in  ihe  engine-hou*e  of  ihe  flax-mill 
of  Mr  HMUMond,  at  lieedvt  aiid  oommoniraled  to  the  flying*  the  flax, 
spreading  with  almost  gunpowder  rapidity  through  tlie  carding  room*. 
In  ten  intMuiea  it  spread  to  tlie  next  story,  and  in  little  more  than  half 
an  hour  the  five-story  Iniilding  was  consumed.  were  the  wareliotise 
and  heckling  shop,  whicli  caught  fire  from  the  ioleoae  heat  of  the  mill, 
though  separated  from  it  by  a  street  50  leet  wide.  Only  fr^  2  to  300/, 
properly  ws*  saved,  'I’fie  Iom  amotioit  to  4,700/.  ol  which  2,600/.  ih 
insured  in  tlie  (ilol>e  Fire  Office.  Ihe  Iom  by  the  destruction  of  Mr 
Holdforlii’a  iHiildings  U  3,300/.  insured  in  the  Guardian  Fire  Office. 
Owing,  it  is  said,  lo  the  men  belonging  to  the  Bank  Union  fire-engine 
not  being  satisfied  hiUi  the  remuiw-ration  when  Mr  Hammond  s  manu¬ 
factory  was  formerly  on  fire,  tlicy  delayed  conveying  the  engine  lo  it  on 
tills  occasion, saving,  when  they  heard  ol  il,“  J^t  it  burn.’* 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  guards  of  the  diflerenl  inail-coaciioa,  as 
they  passed  through  Hounslow,  lo  throw  the  pout  bag*  through  the  first- 
floor  window  of  the  rosl-office,  where  they  were  revived  by  the  mis¬ 
tress,  and  !»orled  for  coni'eyaiioe  by  oilier  mails.  On  Tuesday,  while  the 
niMitreMi  was  dressing,  some  thieves  entered  by  means  of  a  clasp-ladder 
into  the  window,  and  carried  off  the  bugs  with  letters  for  Kristol,  Salia- 
bury,  and  26  other  towns,  containing  considerable  properly.  Sir  I/. 
Biriiie  lias  dispatched  officers  lo  endeavmir  lo  apprehend  the  thieves.  A 
light  carl  had  Wen  oliserved,  with  a  clasp  ladder  folded  Whiivd  it,  to  go 
through  Hounslow  several  moriiings  just  as  the  mails  were  delivering 
their  l>ag«. 

Monday  an  inquisition  wa«  taken  at  the  King’s  Head,  Merlon,  Surrey, 
on  the  body  of  Mr  Richard  HihWri,  38  years  of  age,  agent  lo  Major 
Moore, of  Miichain. — Kd'ward  M\ers  deposed,  lliat  on  VVednesday  last 
he  wa«  at  work  in  a  field,  and  lie'aid  the  report  of  a  fowling-piece,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  an  exclamation.  Witness  went  in  the  direction  oi  the  aoiiiid, 
aad  in  a  lane  saw  a  young  gentleuiaii  on  hi*  knees,  in  the  nlinost  agony 
of  mind,  and  the  deceased  lying  on  the  grmiiid  with  the  blood  flowing 
from  his  head.  'Tlie  young  geniieman  exclaimed,  *.*  1  have  shot  my 
friend  j  do  what  yon  will  with  me  ;  I  cannot  aiirvive  this-!'*  The  body 
waa  taken  lo  ihi*  tioiise,Rfid  the  young  man,  in  a  state  bordering  on  in- 
aauilyyWM  removed  lotbe  liou«eol  his  father,  Major  Moore, from  whence 
the  two  gentlemen  had  started  on  •  shooting  excni*ion.  Mr  Moore  was 
wiping  the  lock  of  hi*  gnn,  when  it  accidentally  went  off;  the  content*, 
which  ooosialed  of  *wan  allot, enleretl  the  head  of  the  decea'ted,  and  he 
foil  dnud  beside  him.— V'erdict,  **  Accidentally  shot.” 

-At  No.  3  Rue  Neiive  de  Kerri,  in  FarisjOn  the  evening  of  the  1 1  th  insl., 
Mr  Cjfeen,un  Knglisli  gent tenian,  gave  a  grand  ball.  '1  he  drawing-room 
net  being  of  aufH<.-ient  ai*/e  to  accommodate  the  party  (one  hundred  and 
twenty  io  niiniWr),  about  ihiriy  proceeded  to  the  anti-chamber,  where 
the  dMiee  ivas  fur  some  time  kept  up  with  spirit.
